1. You have a copy of [si] memorandum to the DCI 25X1A 
alerting him to the staggering (830 people, $100 million) 
needs of the DoD to implement APEX. [-__] points out a 25X1A 
few options for the DCI toa follow.

yis-a-vis resource needs. 


2. Noting that DoD gives more security attention to 
SECRET level material. than to SCI, I am concerned with the 
thread of toleration toward DoD's problems which I perceive 
in your memorandum lest it imply a willingness to accept 
DIA's current poor security practices. 


3. I have no panaceas to otfer. But I do offer my 
full support to any action which will preclude further 
weakening in DoD's document security practices or prevent 


adoption of comparably loose practices by other agencies which 


have so far provided necessary security resources to comply 
with Executive Orders and extant SCI requirements.
